ANNUAL  REPORT

1  have  lunch  ])leasure  in  |ire.senting  to  you  the  Animal 
Report  for  189G.  In  many  points  it  records  striking  progress  in 
Sanitary  matters.  The  epidemics  of  Scarlet  and  Typhoid  Fevers, 
whicli  ])revailed  in  the  latter  half  of  1895,  lingered  in  tlie  early 
months  of  189G,  but  hy  the  end  of  February  the  Scarlet  Fever 
Kpidemic  was  ])ractically  at  an  end,  and  hy  the  end  of  March  the 
Typlioid  Fever  Epidemic  jiroper  was  entirely  suppressed,  siicli 
cases  as  occurred  later  in  the  year  arising  quite  independently  of 
the  previous  ones.  Tlie  policy  ado])ted  in  1895  of  striving  to 
]irevent  Typhoid  Fever  hy  prompt  isolation  in  the  Fever  Hospital, 
and  by  cutting  off  its  principal  means  of  diffusion,  namely, — con¬ 
taminated  well  water — has  been  steadily  imrsued,  with  very 
satisfactory  results. 

The  adoption  of  the  Infectious  Disease  (Prevention)  Act  1890 
and  Parts  11.  111.  and  V.  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment 
Act,  1890,  in  July  last,  has  greatly  increased  the  powers  of  the 
Sanitary  Authority.  During  the  year  a  much  needed  and  very 
comjilete  sewerage  scheme  has  also  been  formulated,  and  at  the  time 
of  writing  this  report  the  Goiincil  has  obtained  the  sanction  of  the 
Local  (fovernment  Hoard  t<j  the  necessary  loan.  A  scheme  for 
paving  the  princi])al  footpaths  alst)  formed  in  October  last  the 
subject  of  a  local  empiiry  by  the  same  Board. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Infantile  death  rate  continues  high. 
Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  were  epidemic  in  the  latter  half  of 
the  year,  and  no  doui)t  contributed  largely  to  the  death  rate 
among  children. 

The  i)rescnt  method  of  contracting  for  the  removal  of  night- 
soil  is  often  unsatisfactory,  and  the  speedier  removal  of  rubbish 
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of  all  kinds  roi|uires  your  most  careful  cousideratiou.  In  .some 
places,  apart  from  mining  operation.s,  the  condition  of  house  pro¬ 
perty  needs  much  attention  ;  dilapidated  closets,  uncovered  ash])its, 
and  damp  walls  due  to  the  absence  of  spouting  and  suitable  surface 
and  sub-soil  drainage,  being  the  most  h’equcnt  defects. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  population  in  1S91  was  6,732,  living  in  1,292  houses, 
and  estimating  by  tbe  usual  method,  it  should  have  been  7,007  by 
the  middle  of  1896.  It  is  only  right  to  state  that,  comparing  the 
number  of  new  bouses  erected,  and  the  old  ones  out  of  use  since 
the  census  in  1891,  the  true  population  at  the  present  time  is 
])robably  below  the  estimated  population.  If  this  is  so,  the  true 
birth  and  death  rates  are  somewhat  above,  and  the  true  Infantile 
death  rate  is  rather  below  the  estimated  rates  in  this  report. 

During  the  year  230  births  have  been  registered,  of  which 
114  were  of  males,  and  116  of  females;  the  birth  rate  being, 
therefore,  32  82  per  1,000  per  annum,  against  2.56  birtlis  and  a 
birth  rate  of  35‘92  in  1895. 

123  deaths  wei'e  recorded  during  the  year,  60  of  males  and  63 
of  females,  giving  an  annual  death  rate  of  17 ‘55.  In  1895  the 
deaths  numbered  129,  82  of  males  and  47  of  females,  and  the 
death  rate  was  18‘10.  From  table  IV.  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
death  rate  api)rnaches  very  closely  the  average  of  the  previous 
ten  years.

IG  deaths  were  registered  i’rnui  Zyuiotie  diseases,  giving  a 
deatli  rate  of  2-2S  pei-  1,()U0.  Tins  is  rather  under  the  average  of 
the  jirei.’eiliug  ten  veai's,  and  luucli  ladow  tliat  of  189o.  d  he 
Zymotic  deat h  rate  for  all  En”;laud,  in  1890,  was  2'14,  anil  lor 
the  County  of  Stafford  2-01.  'I’he  deaths  inrlude  3  from  d'yiihoid 
f'ever  as  against  2G  in  189.o;  Scarlet  Pever,  which  in  I89o  caused 
8  deaths,  being  this  year  unattended  with  fatal  lesults. 
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Enteric  or  From  this  disenso  .3  iiersons  died,  their  ages  being  10,  19,  and 
Typhoid  29  years.

rieasles.  epidemic  of  Measles  occurred  in  the  middle  of  the  yea?-, 

commencing  with  a  few  cases  in  April,  reacldng  its  climax  in  .June 
and  July,  and  gradually  subsiding,  until  in  October  it  had  practi¬ 
cally  disappeared.  In  four  cases  death  was  rej)orted  as  directly 
due  to  Measles. 

^^^ooping  This  also  became  epidemic  in  the  latter  half  of  the  year,  and 

Cougn.  although  only  4  deaths  were  directly  ascribed  to  it,  in  this  case  as 
with  Measles,  these  figures  probably  only  to  a  small  degree 
represent  the  actual  mortality  due  to  them.  A  larger  jaoportiou 
surviving  the  immediate  attack,  fell  victims  to  the  chest  compli¬ 
cations  and  wasting  diseases,  which  often  follow.  In  the  absence 
of  notification  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough,  it  is  iupiossible  to 
estimate  the  exact  number  of  cases  occurring,  but  it  is  a  fact  that, 
instead  of  being  as  is  populaily  supposed  tiifling  ami  therefore 
noglegiI)le,  each  of  them  causes  more  deaths  than  any  other 
Zymotic  <lisease  except  Diarrlima.  'I'o  prevent  their  spreail  the 
same  means  should  be,  as  far  as  possible,  emjiloyed  as  with  Scurlet 
Fever,  namely, — the  isolation  of  the  attacked,  and  the  exclusion 
from  .school  of  the  remaining  children  of  the  family,  whilst  careful 
nursing  and  warm  clothing  mav  be  relied  on  to  render  the  com¬ 
plications  loss  freipient  and  less  fatal.

'Phree  deaths  occurred  from  this  disease  and  the  allied  Castro 
Enteritis  ;uid  Enteritis,  as  com])ared  with  seven  in  the  preceding 
year.  I’ossilily  the  p.amphlet  on  infant  feeding,  circulated  in 
June,  contributed  in  some  degree  to  the  improvement. 

A  mild  outbreak  of  this  disease  occurred  in  November  and 
December,  but  without  fatal  results. 

44  deaths  have  Ix'on  registered  under  one  year  of  age,  or  at  a 
rate  of  Iho-nb  per  1,UU()  liirths.  'This  will  be  seen  from  Table  IV. 
to  be  the  highest  recorded  during  the  last  9  years.

1  lucli  al)nve  the  mean  of  the  last  nine  years.  'Pho  true  explanation 
is  rather  to  he  found  in  tlie  causes  of  tiic  ra])id  fall  in  the  estimated 
Itirth  rate,  and  in  the  actual  number  of  l»ii'ths  during- the  ])ast  two 
years  (see  Table  IV.)  A  stationary  number  of  infantile  deaths, 
with  a  decreasing  number  of  births,  naturally  causes  the  Infantile 
death  rate  (or  Infantile  deaths  to  every  1,000  births)  to  rise.  As 
])reviously  explained,  the  fall  in  the  Ilirth  rate  is  probably  only 
ap])arent  and  explainable  on  the  assum])tion  that  the  population 
in  the  district  has  not  inci'cased  at  the  estimated  rate,  owino;  to 
the  migration  of  some  families  into  neighbouring  districts.

.More  than  one-third  of  the  total  deaths  occurreil  therefore 
during  the  fii'st  yi'ar  of  life.  That  the  true  reined}'  for  this  lies  in 
tiie  instruction  of  mothers  in  the  principles  of  infant  nursing  and 
feeding,  is  becoming  more  recognised  every  year.  Improvident 
marriages  and  employment  of  women  in  factories  away  from  home 
ha\e  also  been  proved  to  have  a  marked  influence  on  the  death 
rate  among  infants,  and  prolmJily  account  to  smne  extent  for  the 
heavy  returns  of  di'aths  in  yonr  disti'ict  among  ju'cmature  and 
congenitally  feelile  children.  'Plie  efforts  of  the  Council  to  diffuse 
knowledge  on  infant  feeding  and  nursing,  by  the  house  to 
house  distribution  of  pampidets,  ndglit  |)rofitably  be  supplemented 
bv  simple  lectures  in  the  district  on  these  and  kindred  subjects. 

Six  impiests  havi‘  been  held,  the  Coroner  cel■tifving  the  deaths 
as  due  in  four  laises  to  injuries,  and  in  the  i-emaiuder  to  natural 
causes.

Notification  of  Diseases. 

GO  cases  of  Infections  Diseases  Imve  been  notibed  (Inriiiii  tlic 
year,  coin])are(l  witli  G73  in  ISy.j,  jukI  GG  in  1894.  A  tabulated 
list  will  be  fonnd  appended  to  this  I'eport. 

'I’lie  epi<leinic  of  1M95  died  away  in  Febrnarv,  1S9G.  Other 
cases  ocenrred  dnrin<i'  the  year,  and  were  scattered  over  the  dis¬ 
trict,  as  the  subjoined  d'able  V-  shows-  From  the  siicce.ss  which 
attended  the  Isolation  in  Hospital  of  eases  of  Typhoid  Fever  in 
IiS95  and  189G,  it  is  reasonalde  to  assume  that  this  method  wonld 
greatly  assist  in  cutting  short,  and  especially  in  preventing,  an 
Scarlet  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever-  From  extensive  observations  in  various 
Fever.  parts  of  the  country,  it  is  becoming  more  and  more  certain  that 
Cases  37  the  protection  aftbrded  by  Isolation  at  home,  and  the  ordinary 
Deaths  0  means  of  disinfection  by  fumigation,  is  at  the  most  doubtfnl-  'I'he 
indifterence  of  the  working  classes  to  the  risk  of  infection  for 
themselves  and  their  families,  and  the  liinited  number  of  rooms 
in  their  houses,  often  render  utterly  futile  the  efforts  of  the  most 
careful  and  vigilant  Sanitary  Committee  and  its  staff;  whereas,  if 
the  first  case  or  the  Grst  few  cases  in  a  district  could  be  I'enioved 
and  isolated,  and  a  careful  supervision  of  the  infected  hfaisehold 
maintained  for  a  few  days,  an  epidemic  might  often  be  averted-

by  the  removal  and  jirevention  of  nnisances,  the  closing  of 
polluted  water  sn])plies,  and  the  pronpjt  isolation  of  the  attacked, 
this  disease,  admitted  to  be  one  of  the  most  ])reventible  of  the 
Zvmotic  group,  should  be  permanently  banished  from  the  district. 
As  elsewhere  stated  the  (,'onncil  has  been  very  energetic  in  these 
matters,  but  even  now  nuisances  exist  which  cannot  be  rectified 
withoiit  considerable  strnctnral  alterations,  notably  nncovered  and 
dee|)ly  sunk  middens,  which  are  almost  the  laile,  and  constitute 
the  most  insanitary  feature  of  the  district.  'Phe  time  has  arrived 
when  a  thorongh  and  detailed  enquiry  into  the  evils  and  remeily 
of  the  present  system  shonld  be  made,  and  with  the  single  ex¬ 
ception  of  the  size  of  the  rece})tacle,  which  might  be  somewliat 
increased,  the  specifications  in  the  l^ye-laws  as  to  privy,  midden, 
and  drain  construction,  ought  to  be  ap])liod  to  all  new  buildings, 
and  as  occasions  arise  to  existing  ones.  Witli  the  immediate 
])rospect  of  a  general  sewerage  scheme,  and  the  possible  adoption 
partially  or  entirely  of  the  water  carriage  system,  all  structural 
alterations  carried  out  should  be  such  as  to  allow  of  a  leady  con¬ 
version  of  privies  into  water  closets,  and  of  middens  into  receptacles 
for  ashes  and  dry  refuse  only.  In  all  probability  the  adoption  of 
water  closets  will  sooner  or  later  be  made  compulsoi-y  in  all  rrban 
districts,  and  as  the  simplest  and  most  commendable  solnlion  of 
the  Sewage  disposal  difficulty,  I  strongly  urge  the  (lonncil  to 
consider  what  steps  shonld  betaken  in  connection  with  the  new 
sewerage  scheme  to  facilitate  its  early  and  general  adoption.

I’lie  Isolation  Hospital,  originally  intended  foi-  Sinullpo.x,  lias  in 
the  absence  of  this  disease  been  again  used  for  Enteric  h’ever 
jiatients.  There  were  cases  from  Quarry  Hank  from  Jannary  1st 
to  A])ril  8th,  and  from  December  3rd  to  the  present  time;  and 
from  Hrierley  Hill  there  were  cases  in  April,  May  and  June.  The 
advantages  of  hospital  treatment  are  now  so  a]i]n-eciated  by  the 
jioorer  classes,  that  in  most  instances  they  were  an.xions  for 
admission,  the  only  cases  which  remained  outside  being  such  as 
were  sufficiently  isolated  at  home,  or  in  which  their  medical 


attendant  did  not  deem  removal  advisable.

The  district  has  been  free  from  this  disease.  1  have  not  been 
able  to  obtain  particulars  of  the  state  of  vaccination  in  the  district, 
but  from  personal  observations  I  consider  the  district  to  be  fairly 
well  vaccinated.  The  recent  epidemic  of  Smallpo.x  at  (iloiice.-.tei, 
and  the  verdict  of  the  recent  ^’accination  Commission  should 
impress  us  with  the  necessity  for  efficient  and  universal  vaccination. 

The  two  cases  of  this  Fever  could  not  be  traced  to  any  definite 
external  cause  of  infection.  The  bedding  in  each  case  was  dealt 
with  in  the  steam  disinfector. 

Sanitary  Notes. 

What  little  new  drainage  and  sewering  has  been  done  has  been 
of  a  temporary  nature,  owing  to  the  projected  general  drainage 
works.  All  new  drains  should  he  laid  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Surveyor,  with  a  view  to  their  future  connection  with  the  new 
sewers,  and  the  avoidance  of  faulty  mateiial  and  workmanship. 

This  subject  has  already  been  referred  to  under  the  heading  of 
Typhoid  Fever.  Although  it  is  true  that  at  the  present  time  the 
contractor  ])erfornis  his  duties  much  more  satisfactorih-  than  in 
previoiis  years,  complaints  are  still  frequent.  It  is  doubtful 
whother  the  present  method  of  placing  this  most  important  sanitary 
work  in  the  hands  of  a  contractor  can  ever  be  considered  safe 
and  reliable. 


Water  1  )nrin,i:-  the  vein-  itT  lu'iises  have  l)een  eoiiiiecteil  to  the  South 
5upplj'.  Staffordsliiie  water  luains.  Samples  of  water  from  19  wells  have 
heeii  analvsed,  one  hy  the  County  Analyst,  and  the  remainder  by 
mvsclf.  With  one  exception  they  were  found  to  he  polluted.  In 
the  exceptional  case  the  watei  su|)ply  was  totally  insufficient,  the 
well  lii'ini'  often  dry.  About  bO  wells  have  been  closed,  makintt  a 
total  of  about  100  since  the  Epidemic  of  ffiy|)hoid  l^’ever  began 
in  1895.  The  outlying  districts  of  Saltwells  Co]ipicc,  Dunn’s 
Hank,  and  Mears  (Dppice  continue,  despite  the  persistent  efforts 
of  the  Council,  to  derive  tiieir  water  s>i[)ply  from  surface  wells 
polluted  or  lialde  to  pollution.  The  difficidty  in  the  case  of  the 
Saltwells  Coppice  lies  in  the  form  of  agreement  between  the  South 
.''taffordsliiro  Waterworks  Company  and  the  Ijord  of  the  iNlanor. 
In  the  ease  of  Dunn’s  Bank  and  Mears  Coppice  the  Waterworks 
Comjiany  refuse  to  carry  their  [)ipes  at  ordinary  rates  owing  to  the 
distance  fiom  existing  mains. 

A  numlier  of  surface  wells  are  still  in  use  in  the  central  jiart  of 
the  district,  especially  at  Cradley  Forge  and  Hammer  Bank,  and 
none  of  them  from  their  snrronndings  can  be  considered  safe  for 
drini'.ing  jmrposes.  Cuder  your  instructions  I  am,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  making  a  rough  survey  of 
the  wells  of  the  district,  wliieh  when  completed,  will  bo  presented 
to  yon.  So  far,  however.  1  may  say  that  no  well  has  been  found 
which  is  not  liable  to  surface  pollution,  whilst  some  are  par¬ 
ticularly  so. 

•laughter  These  have  been  inspected  and  found  to  bo  clean.  The  floors 
Houses,  in  some  cases  are  laiil  with  permeable  and  absorbent  bricks,  instead 
Dairies  &  of  concrete  oi'  ashphalte  as  advised  in  the  model  Bye-laws, 
-owsheds. 

nspection  d'he  meat  cx|iosed  for  sale  in  the  disti’ict  has  been  uniformly 
of  neat,  good.  In  one  instance  a  hawking  fishmonger  from  a  neighbouring 
&c  district  .sold  some  ])utrid  fish  in  the  district,  but  escaped  before 

his  supply  could  be  examined  by  the  Inspector.  .\s  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875,  oidy  meat,  A'C.,  exposed  for  sale,  not  meat 
actually  sold,  could  be  dealt  with,  no  action  could  bo  taken.  One 
of  the  additional  powers  ('onferi'ed  by  the  Public  Health  .Vets 
Amendment  .Vet  you  have  rc‘ceutly  adopted  is,  that  all  articles  soi.n 
can  also  be  made  the  grounds  of  au  action,  so  that  such  occurrences 
should  be  prevented  in  the  futui'e. 

Factory  No  nuisance  has  been  I'eported  under  this  .Vet.  Eight  cases  of 
I  nd  Work- le.ad  poisoning  have  been  repoi'tc'd  to  the  Home  Office  in  thi' 
hops  Act.  factories  of  the  distiicl. 


Over=  Fifteen  cases  of  overcrowding  have  l)een  discovered,  1  .'5  of  wliich 
crowding  were  a])ated  aftei'  notiec.  Five  houses  were  condenniefi  as  unfit 
and  House  for  liahitntion.  Improveuients  wei'e  made,  after  notice,  in  two 
Accommo-  cases,  and  in  the  remaining  tliree  proceedings  are  pending..  The 
dation.  absence  of  spouting  and  surface  drainage  renders  many  houses 
dainj)  and  unhealthy.  'I'lie  Mines  Purcliasc  Scheme,  n;entioueil 
in  tlie  .Report  for  1895,  lias  unfortunatel v  not  been  completed 
owing  to  the  refusal  of  a  few  property  owners  to  pay  the  snm 
allotted  to  them.  It  is  impossible,  therefore,  to  foretell  how  far 
mining  operations  Mill  affect  the  house  accoi  imodation  in  the 
district. 

Appended  yon  M’ill  find  the  statistical  forms  rcijuiied  by  the 
Local  Government  Hoard  and  County  Council,  together  with  a 
summary  of  M-ork  done  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  department 
during  the  year.
